Almost @t the same-hour that Mrs. ffar- 
ington (who was, prior to her marriage, the 
Hon, Margaret Blake) met with her death 
through chloroform at Cowes; her cousin, 
Miss Eleanor Blake, met with a still more 
tragic fate in the flames which burned to 
the ground Menlough castle, her ancestral 
home in Galway. She was an invalid and 
was, therefore, unable to save herself in 
the s@me manner as several other of the in.« 
mates of the castle, who managed to climb 
down from their windows by the ivy with 
which the entire grand old stronghold was 
thickly covered. Her parents, Sir Valentine 
and Lady Blake, septuagenarians both oz 
them, were absent from home at the time, 
visiting in Dublin, and, indeed, Miss Biake 
was alone in the place, with a score of serv- 
ants, two of whom.were likewise burned to 
death. 

The castle itself, ianked by towers at either 
end and most picturesquely situated on the 
shores of Lake Corrib, a few miles from 
Galway, was completely gutted, al! the treas- 
ures and heirlooms which it contained being 
lost. In fact, nothing but the outer: wails 
remain. Menilough castle bad beeh the home 
of the Blakes ever since relgn of Queen

Sir Valentine is the fourteenth baronet ot 


his line, the baronetcy heving been bestowed 
by King James I. upon’Sir Valentine Blake, 
who was mayor of Galway) in 1611, and again 
in 1630. Francis Blake, the son of Sir Val- 
entine Blake, the third baronet, was patentee 
and one of the lords proprietors of Carolina, 
and his son, Francis, surrendered his patent 
rights in Carolina to the crown in 1727. 

The Biakes of Galway have been identified 
for hundreds of years with the history of 
Ireland and particularly with its sporting 
and social life; so much so that the mere 
mention of the name of Blake is sufficient to 
suggest Galway. It is a most popular name 
among Irishmen, especially among those who 
love hunting and horse racing, and under 
the circumstances there will be many people 
on this side of the Atlantic who will be 
grieved to learn of the disappearance of the 
ancestral home of the Blakes, Menlough 
castle, and of the bereavement of old Sir 
Valentine Blake, the chief of the family, 
through the loss of his daughter in the flames

William in parliament at Westminster with 
being the one individual more responsible 
than any one else, dusky skinned or white 
hued, for the disaffection, the sedition, and 
the animosity to British rule rampant for 
the last ten or fifteen years throughout the 
length and breadth of Hindostan. Sir Man- 
cherjee added, from his place in the house of 
commons, that the abuse and reproaches 
heaped by native newspapers and native ora- 
tors alike upon the English in India are 
mere echoes and repetitions of the articles 
contained in the newspapers with which Sir 
William is identified, and in the innumerable 
pamphlets which he is forever writing. 

Sir William Wedderburn’s attitude is all 
the more astonishing, since his elder 
brother and the latter's wife and little child 
were put to death under circumstances of 
particular atrocity at Hissar, in upper India,

* as regard to the probabdie further cash 
needs Of banks in this gtate for erép moving 
purposes, I beg to say that many country 
banks have been compelied to reduce their 
balances and t borrow money from their 
inte reserve agents iocated in the 
state of lowe de Well’ as from their eastern 
correspondents to meet the decline in de- 
posits whieh mest banks have experienced | 
and tlgo to take care of the legitimate de-| 
mands of the community. The small grain 
crop in the staté of lowe ts perhaps the best 
the state has ever had. The quantity and 
quality are both very satisfactory to the 
farmers, and on account of the quality will 
undoubtedly command a high price ip the 
market; hence, it will take quite e« little 
money to move the early crops. Some banks 
will undoubtedly be compelled to borrow 
money to take care of this demand. The 
present outiook is for a large crop of corn, 
whieh is the important product of this state. 
and it wil] be some months before the corn 
is gathered and sold and it ig impossible to 
forecast at this time what the requirements 
will be at that time. However, it may rea- 
sonably be expected that the demand for 
money will continue strong and that the re- 
quiremems for country banks will be greater 
as fall approaches. 

Some Restriction of Loans. : 

“ While the small grain crop will take care 
of the smal] weeds of the community, it can- 
mot be anticipated that any considerable 
amount of repayments can be made by banks 
out of the early crops.

How- 
ever, I think there can be no doubt but that 
most of such purchases have been made by 
farmers who are perfectly responsibie and 
able to make such a purchase if they de- 
sire and their financial responsibility would 
preclude the possibility of. the banker in- 
quiring for what purpose the money was to 
be used. I think, however, that in a great 
majority of cases the farmer has hed surplus 
money On deposit with the bank and that the 
banks have been affected more by the with- 
drawal of such money than through loans 
made to the farmers for such purpose, There 
ean be no doubt but that the eutomobiie 
business is affecting the finances of the coun- 
try quite seriously.

‘*}t is impossible for me to state the 
amount of money tied up in farm mortgage 


' Joans, but it is Jarge, which is aiso the case 


in the amount of actual cash taken out of 
the northwest and invested in the Canadian 
northwest. 

“ Unquestionably there has been a great 
extravagance in automobiles, and it cannot 
all be charged to the farmers. I doubt very 
much if the ordinary farmer has to any ex-' 
tent gone into the automobile business, but 
I do think thet the cities and small towns 
have invested more money in that one thing 
than anything else.” 

“ Bor instance, a few days ago we had in 
the bank two bankers from towns in North 
Dakota—population about 2,500 and 7.000 re- 
spectively—one banler estimated that out 
of his town this year the automobile trade 


‘had taken not leas than $125,000,%the other 


one from the smaller place thought that a 
like amount had been taken out of his county, 
possibly a little more. From these two items }
